Look at this chart!! Could you ever imagine so many entities active in one year and so many every month? In fact 
SCDXC has worked 81% of the total entities on the ARRL DXCC list. We hope you are getting in on the fun! 


The chart below reveals the frequency that certain countries are active. It is a little deceiving. For example D2UY in 
Angola is active all the time and HC8, Galapagos Islands is missing. If you go back a few years Angola was silent 
and you could work Galapagos Islands on 6 meters in you car with 100 watts and a mobile whip. Things change 
and we must strike while the iron is hot! Do not assume that because there is activity, it will always be there. That is 
how you miss the top of the honor roll!

Canal Zone 


The Canal Zone was an 10 mile wide area on the Isthmus of Panama which included the Panama Canal. Estab- 
lished in 1903 as a territory of the United States where the canal would be built. In 1979 the region was given back 
to Panama, probably a bad decision. Nevertheless, Panama gave the US unlimited use, occupation, and control of 
the region. The US military protects the canal to this date. 


Before 1903 the area belonged to Columbia and in 1904 it was supposed to revert back to France. The US backed 
a rebel contingent who declared Panama a separate republic from Columbia and quickly put together a treaty with 
the newly formed country. The Panamanians looked to the US for protection even writing it into their constitution. 
Construction of the canal began in 1904 and was finished in 1914. 


As one would assume the Panama Canal has strategic military importance. It shortened the long and dangerous 
passage from the Atlantic Ocean to the Pacific Ocean by several days and allowed swift access for naval vessels 
between the two coasts of the United States. This served US interests well during all major conflicts since the ca- 
nals opening. 


Again, unlimited and permanent US access to the waterway was granted by treaty. There was no formal boundary 
between the Canal Zone and Panama. People crossed between the two simply by crossing a street. The real issue 
revolved around the fact that the canal cut Panama in half. It was difficult to transit be- 
tween the two regions. The US did build a bridge however, Panama was not permitted 
to fly its flag on either side of it. This created tension between the US and Panama that 
did not cease until the zone was returned to Panama. The Panamanians and “aliens” 
working in the zone were also paid less than US employees and had limited access to 
the commissary which supplied most of the food for the zone. This did not help the prob- 
lem. Also, citizenship of persons born in the Canal Zone was a major issue. It was 
treated like all other territories. If the father was a US citizen at the time of the child’s 
birth then the baby was a US citizen. Was the child a “natural” born citizen? That was debated when John McCain 
ran for president in 2008. He was born in the Canal Zone in 1936 to US citizens. One other notable person who 
lived in the Canal Zone is Stephen Stills of the music trio Crosby, Stills, & Nash. Stills graduated from Lincoln High 
School in Costa Rica. 


In 1989 the US invaded Panama and ousted the de facto leader Manuel Noriega. This action was the result of a 
failed coupe to overthrow Noriega, backed by Cuba. In fear that Panama would become a Communist puppet, it 
was decided that the corrupt long time CIA and DEA friend had to go. Noriega worked both sides of the street giv- 
ing drug lords all over the Americas and the CIA access to Panama for shipment of the their illicit products and 
banking their money (now where did that money go Mr. Bush?). Noriega was spirited away in his red underwear to 
a federal prison. Years later he was tried and convicted of drug trafficking, racketeering and money laundering. In 
that trial Noriega stated that he was paid more than $10,000,000 by the US Army and CIA for “services” rendered. 
That testimony was suppressed citing relevance. He was sentenced to 40 years but was extradited to France, tried 
and imprisoned. He then was extradited and imprisoned in Panama. He died after surgery removing a benign brain 
tumor in 2017 closing the worst chapter in American/Panamanian history.
